Two of the changes in the new 
proposed Consolidated Municipal 
Act which seem to be causing 
a considerable amount of contro- 
versy and consternation among 
municipal people are those in- 
volving qualification for council 
member or elected office as well 
as the proposed municipal appeal 
tribunal, 

As I have mentioned earlier 
in this column, I am personally 
opposed to any removal of the 
property qualification for those 
people who are interested in run- 
ning for municipal office, In place 
of this property qualification you 
may recall reading last week that 
it is proposed that there be at 
least two years permanent res- 
idency, plus a deposit put up by 
the candidate, The Council itself 
may rule on the necessity of a 
deposit as well the amount and in 
this particular instance, your 
Town Council strongly opposed 
any legislation which would bring 
about the necessity of a town 
council setting the qualification 
for those that may be interested 
in running for municipal office, 
We feel very strongly that the 
qualifications should be set by 
the Senior Government, It is not 
too difficult to realize the prob- 
lems that a Council may encoun- 
ter should ‘that “Couficil be ‘set= 
ting the qualifications necessary 
for any citizens that may be civic 
minded enough to make an att- 
empt at obtaining an office atthe 
polls, On this particular item in 
the Consolidated Municipal Act, 
we made strong representation 
to the Committee in charge of

new Consolidated Act would have 
the power to invalidate any By- 
law that the Town Council may 
propose, should it be discrimina- 
tory or harmful to any individual, 
It is our understanding that any 
decision made by the Municipal 
Appeal Tribunal can be contested 
in the Courts and as long as this 
remains a provision within the 
Act, your Council has no fear 
whatsoever of any Municipal 
Appeal tribunal which may sit 
over By-laws drawn up by this 
Council, The new Act in itself 
gives extremely wide powers to 
all municipal councils and this 
being the case, it has been con=- 
sidered necessary by the Com- 
mittee to have a Board which is 
readily available to the average 
citizen who may be discriminated 
against or suffer harmful effect 
from legislation brought about 
by the town council, As stated 
in last week’s column, the Com= 
mittee believes that a Board such 
as that suggested would provide 
adequate protection for theprop- 
erty and civil rights of the in- 
dividual and at the same time 
would not seriously upset other- 
wise good municipal by-laws 
which may be the subject of an 
appeal, I am pleased to say that 
the St, Albert Town Councilis not 
fearful of having any of our by= 
laws or resolutions reviewed by 
the Senior Government, 


the public, Councillor Donais was 
absent from the meeting, 
NO BOARD: 

In reply to Councillor Gibbon’s 
question ‘‘with the present set 
up of the Parks and Recreation 
Department do we need a Rec, 
Board?’’, Mr, Gate said defin- 
itely not,’?

It wag the,.custom to hide the 
handicapped in an unused part 
of the house and-»never to men- 
tion them in the presence of 
outsiders, 

The first school for blind 
children was founded in Montreal 
in the late 1860’s, The first 
service for blind adults did not 
appear until 1906 when a small 
touch=type library was set up, 
This was the only available ser- 
vice when Col, E, A, Baker and 
the first blind veterans came 
home from World War I in 1916, 
“The library group andthe sold-= 
iers soon discovered that they 
had a common goal in sevice 
for the blind of Canada,’’ Mr, 
Magill said ‘‘and united their 
efforts in the formation of the 
CNIB in 1918,”’ 

As the CNIB grew, it won the 
interests of sighted volunteers 
who helped in every possible 
way. ‘‘Today, blind persons are 
a part of the community,’’ Mr, 
Magill said, ‘‘and every where 
they go they receive the help 
they need from you, the sighted, 
When we celebrate our nation’s 
birthday this summer,’’ he ob- 
served, ‘‘the blind and the sighted 
will celebrate it together and to 
me this teamwork spirit is the 
key to our achievements and 
truly the mark of a century of 
progress,”’

The time had come to build 
a more fitting place of worship 
for him who was to become the 
first Titular Bishop of St, Albert 
the next year - an edifice where 
the Church dignitary could of- 
ficiate without catching his mitre 
in the joists, Fathers and Broth- 
ers spent the whole winter of 
1869 under the orders of Father 
Leduc, felling spruce trees, saw- 
ing them and hauling the timber 
to the church site, Early that 
spring of 1870, work was started 
on a large cathedral church, 84 
feet in length, 32 feet in width, 
with transepts extending on 
either side in the formofacross 
giving it a total width of 72 
feet at the arms, Wide galler- 
ies were constructed at the rear 
for the choir and on both sides 
of the nave for the orphans and 
school children, Father Emile 
Grouard, O,M,I,, later Bishop 
of Athabasca-Mackenzie, dec- 
orated the sanctuary with appro- 
priate paintings, It was the won- 
der of the country and excited 
the admiration of Indians and 
Metis alike, 

When we consider that there 
was not one circular saw in the 
district, and that every plank, 
board and moulding had to be 
hand made, we can rightly stand 
amazed at the amount of work 
and the skill needed to achieve 
those results, 


Plague Takes 
Terrible Toll 


On April 19th, 1870, Father 
Lacombe was hastily called to 
Fort Edmonton at 10 o’clock at 
night, He galloped from St, 
Albert to the Fort in record 
time and his speedy intervention 
is credited with having saved 
the Fort and its inhabitants from 
death and destruction from the 
hands of the dreaded Blackfeet, 
already camped on the opposite 
side of the river, His movements 
aud shouts on the river’s edge 
almost cost him his life from 
the rifle of one of the guards, 

In August, Bishop Grandinwas 
at Carlton where he foundnearly 
every one grievously ill, He made 
himself their doctor and their 
nurse, helping them inevery way 
he could day and night, bringing 
them drink, encouraging them, 
washing them, closing the eyes 
of the dead and preparing their 
hideous corpses for the graves 
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he himself dug, While he was 
thus engaged, he received a note 
scribbled on brown paper, from 
Father Lacombe, then on the 
prairies near St, Paul, Alberta, 
“T am in the midst of the dead 
and the dying and am now hurry- 
ing to St, Albert where our own 
brothers are overcome with the 
disease, I fear there is not even 
one priest there able to assist 
the dying’’, Father Lacombe’s 
arrival was timely, Father Leduc 
and Father Bourgine, and the 
Brothers Doucet and Blanchette 
who had fought a losing battle 
with reckless devotion were all 
stricken by ‘the dread disease, 
Father Leduc was recovering, 
but practically the whole settle- 
ment was affected and only twoor 
three of the school children were 
able to run errands, 

On his way toSt, Albert, Bishop 
Grandin overtook a young man 
fleeing from St, Albert, clasping 
a blanket in one hand and apiece 
of meat in the other, frantic with 
fear and shouting, ‘‘Everybody 
is dying’, When he arrived the 


‘saintly Bishop needed rest but 


took none, He visited every home, 
cared for every person one by 
one, encouraging and consoling, 
preparing broths for them with 
his own hands and especially 
sending up his ardent prayers to 
the ‘‘Common Father’’ inheaven 
that the plague might cease, Many 
are convinced that a large num- 
ber of Metis and Indians, and 
their descendants owe their lives 
to those prayers; but when told 
that he had performed ‘‘ a mir- 
aculous cure’’, the humble dig- 
nitary attributed the marvellous 
effects to the ‘‘herbs’’ that he 
boiled in water and served tohis 
patients, 

By the close of September, the 
epidemic abated at St, Albert, 
Five of thé orphans had died, 
and out of 700 Metis and Indians 
who had sought refuge in the 
Settlement, some 300 were 
mowed down by. the plague, The 
Bishop, priests and nuns had 
given every possible assistance 
to the stricken, while the lay 
brothers were kept busy digging 
large-sized gravés and burying 
the decayed dead as soon as 
possible to halt the spread of 
the disease, It was calculated 
that 300 hunters from the dis- 
trict had died on the prairie 
at the buffalo hunt, at which 
Father Fourmond, O,M,[, atten- 
ded, while some 3,000 Crees and 
Blackfeet met an untimely death, 
During those weeks and months 
of nightmare, bishop and mis~ 
sionaries all over western 
Canada won the undying gratitude

EFFECTIVE OPPOSITION 

“Well, Social Credit aren’t 
doing a bad job, they just need 
some opposition’, How often 
have we heard that remark 
lately?

We all know that no matter 
how good a government is, it 
would still be better with a 
vigorous and informed opposi- 
tion, We do not have effective 
opposition in the Alberta legis- 
lature, It is true, of course, 
that Mike Maccagno,, Bill Dickie 
Bill Switzer and Frank Gainer 
have done an admirable job over 
the years considering the handi- 
caps under which they must work, 
Indeed, these men are not truly 
representative, or should I say, 
Social Credit is not truly re- 
presentative of the voters, 

In the first place, the Social 
Credit government was elected 
by only 221,000 of 720,000 eligible 
voters in Albertaor, roughly 32% 
of the electorate, Since they hold 
58 of the 63 seats (to be increased 
to 65 in the next election) you 
would think that they would treat 
the Loyal Opposition in a demo- 
cratic manner, 

All the members of the Legis- 
lature are elected to represent 
the people of the Province, The 
government members have a 
huge staff of civil servants at 
their beck and call for research, 
statistics and all the other neces- 
sities for effective representa- 
tion (and, I might add, effective 
year round campaigning), 

It seems to me that the Opposi- 


tion is entitled toaproportionate 
budget in order that they are able 
to carry out their duties on behalf 
of the people of Alberta, Other 
provinces have made budgets 
available tothe opposition for full 
time secretaries, staff, equip- 
ment and adequate offices, 

This may be due tothe fact that 
other provincial governments 
change hands somewhat more 
frequently than we do in Alberta 
and they have a little more 
appreciation for the other side of 
the house, 

Certainly we are due forsome 
immediate changes, A Commis- 
sion must be established to look 
into the matter of redistribution 
and this Commission must be 
made up of impartial representa- 
tives and it should stay that way, 

Do you know that in 1963 
Liberal Bill Dickie had to fight 
an election in a constituency of 


' 25,327 voters while some Social 


Credit strongholds had as little 
as 3,790 voters, In other words, 
Mr, Dickie needed seven times 
the workers and money in order 
to run an effective campaign, 
Manning can talk all he wants 
about democracy but it is high 
time he started practising what 
he preaches, It is certain that 
Mr, Dickie has not been able to 
truly represent all his con- 
stituents in the manner that he 
would like to, 

To sum up, an effective opposi- 
tion must first of all be truly 
representative, It must also have 
the facilities to do the job,

examples of Christian charity 
helped to plant more deeply in 
their afflicted flock the roots 
of Christianity, 

As soon as his services could 
be spared at St, Albert, Father 
Lacombe hurried to the help of 
his beloved Indians, Carrying 
with him what medicine he could 
secure, relying on God and on 
a small sack containing camphor, 
which he hung to his neck, he 
rushed rearlessly from camp to 
camp, from north to south, from 
Cree to Blackfoot, from Assini- 
boine to Sarcee, finding every- 
where famine, disease and death, 

Indefatigably, completely for- 
getful of self, with a motherly 
devotion for Christian and Pagan 
alike, he visited them, fed them, 
washed them, attended them at 
the last moments, striving by 
every means to ease their pain, 
and to snatch them from the 
clutch of a relentless foe, often 
weeping over them in their mis- 
ery and misfortune as over an 
only child, He could never 
recount the horror of those days 
and nights without shedding 
tears, 


Tne "Noble Soul" 


It was duringthese weeks and 
months that he wonthe unbounded 
admiration, the undying love and 
confidence of the Redskins and 
gained those glorious titles which 
have been inscribed inthe marble 
of his monument: The Crees 
called him ‘‘The Noble Soul’’, 
the Blackfeet called him “The 
Man with a good Heart’’, It was 
this influence and prestige that 
he was to use to such good ad- 
vantage in 1883, when the C,P, 
R, violated the Blackfoot treaty 
rights, and in 1885, during the 
Riel uprising, On "January Ist, 


1871, Bishop Grandin had the 
consolation of raising to the 


dignity of priesthood one of the 
heroes of the plague, Father 
Leon Doucet, O,M,I, whowas to 
Spend sixty-five years of his 
life bringing Christ and his 
religion to the Blackfeet tribes 
of southern Alberta, He died at 
the ripe old age of 92 years, 


On September 22, 1871, an 
important event happened in the 
History of the Settlement, Pope 
Pius IX signed the Decree 
raising St, Albert to the dignity 
of an Episcopal See, with Bishop 
Grandin O,M,.L, as first Titular 
Bishop, Until then, he had been 
co-adjutor to Bishop Tache of 
St. Boniface, The news reached 
St, Albert six months later on 
April 2nd, 1872, and on Easter 
Day, Bishop Grandin solemnly 
blessed his new Cathedral 
Church which could accommo- 
date. four hundred faithful, He 
formally took possession of his 
episcopal throne, amid the re- 
joicings of Clergy and Laity of 
the new diocese, 

Under his wise and paternal 
administration, a new impetus 
was given to both the spiritual 
and material well-being of his 
flock, New mission-posts were 
built and visited, St, Albert being 
the centre and “‘heart’’ of all 
the spiritual activity in Alberta 
and northern Saskatchewan, 

The large farm with herds of 
cattle, sheep and hogs which the 
mission of St, Albert developed 
and maintained under the watch- 
ful care and planning of Father 
Leduc, was called upon to assist 
in their material needs, not only 
for the other mission posts, but, 
more frequently than not for the 
Some forty odd families of Metis 
now forming the settlement, 

The next four or five years 
were to hold more than anormal 
quota of trials and disappoint- 
ments for the directors of the 
Settlement, The mill-dam of the 
Sturgeon River, two miles west 
of Big Lake, had to be rebuilt 
in 1871, and in fact, almost every 
spring, This spot has long re- 
mained a Picnic ground for St, 

Albert community, Crop failures 
were frequent, Seed had to be 
distributed every spring, The 
buffalo hunts gave meagre re- 
turns and famine was never far 
away, 

In the autumn of1874, aschool- 
house was built and called the 
‘*Boys’ College’, The second 
storey of this building served
